Saddam Cash Eludes U.S. Grasp 


BERN, SWITZERLAND | The United States 
believes it has found at least $300 million 
that Saddam Hussein hid in banks, yet it 
doesn’t have enough evidence to get coun- 
tries such as Syria and Switzerland to hand 
it over, officials told The Associated Press. 

The money at stake could go to the Iraq 
insurgency or to the country’s reconstruc- 
tion — depending on who gets to it first. 
Weak U.S. intelligence and the slow-moving 
investigation have given suspects more than 
enough time to empty accounts and possi- 
bly transfer some of the cash to insurgents.

Bush: No 
Regrets 
Over War 

Says decision was justified 
despite questions on WMD 

WASHINGTON I President Bush denied he 
marched America into war under false pre- 
tenses and said the U.S. -led invasion was 
necessary because Saddam Hussein could 
have developed a nuclear weapon. 

“I don’t think America can stand by and 
hope for the best,” the president said in a rare 
television interview taped Saturday and broad- 
cast Sunday on NBC’s “Meet the Press.” 

The appearance followed weeks of criti- 
cism from Democrats over 
the failure so far to find 
Iraq’s cache of weapons. 

Bush suggested Saddam 
may have destroyed or hid- 
den the weapons the Bush 
administration cited as its 
main rationale for the war. 

“I expected to find the 
weapons. ... I based my decision on the best 
intelligence possible,” Bush said. He also was 
asked whether terror leader Osama bin Laden, 
whom he pledged to capture “dead or alive,” 
will be caught before the election. 

“I have no idea whether we’ll capture or 
bring him to justice .... I know we’re on the 
hunt,” he told host Tim Russert. 

Bush pledged to cooperate with a commis- 
sion he set up last week to examine prewar 
intelligence lapses and defended its March 
2005 reporting date, which is four months 
after the presidential election. 

Bush expressed indifference about polls 
showing him trailing the Democratic front- 
runner, Sen. John Kerry of Massachusetts. 
“I’m not going to lose,” he said. “I don’t plan

Clark, Dean, Edwards 
say they’ll fight despite 
front-runner’s sueeess 

ELECTION 2004 | Fresh off wins 
in two caucus states, John Kerry 
sought a third victory Sunday, 
while Democratic presidential 
rivals Wesley Clark, Howard Dean 
and John Edwards pledged to stay in 
the race, vowing not to be deterred 
by Kerry’s successes. 

Kerry picked up backing from 
Virginia Gov. Mark Warner and 
awaited the results of Maine’s 
Democratic caucuses, where 24 
pledged delegates to the Democratic 
convention were at stake. 

Clark, Dean and Edwards, 
appearing separately on the Sunday 
television talk shows, all said they 
would continue to challenge Kerry 
for the Democratic nomination 
despite the Massachusetts sena- 
tor’s advantage in the polls and in 
endorsements and his wins in nine 
of the first 11 primaries, including 


two contests on Saturday. 

Dean, the former front-runner 
and winless since the start of vot- 
ing, declined in separate interviews 
to repeat his earlier assertion that he 


would withdraw from the race if he 
lost the Feb. 17 Wisconsin primary. 

Both Clark and Edwards said they 
expected to run well in the next three 
primaries — Virginia and Tennessee 


on Tuesday and Wisconsin — but 
would remain in the race regard- 
less of how they finish. 

Clark, en route to a jobs forum 
in Racine, Wis., said on CNN that 
he would run at least through the 
March 2 “Super Tuesday” prima- 
ries, including in California, Ohio 
and New York. 

Edwards noted on “Fox News 
Sunday” that some 75 percent of del- 
egates to the Democratic National 
Convention will still be up for grabs 
after Wisconsin votes. 

American Research Group polls 
give Kerry sizable leads in all three 
states: 11 points over Edwards and 
12 over Clark in Tennessee; 13 points 
over Edwards and 18 over Clark in 
Virginia; and 26 points over Clark 
and 31 over Edwards in Wisconsin.

Protesters call for law

BOSTON I Hundreds of opponents 
of same-sex marriage gathered 
Sunday on Boston Common to 
show support for a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment that would 
define marriage as the union of one 
man and one woman. 

People held banners that 
read “Let the people vote,” 
“Marriage, ancient, sacred,” and 
“Homosexuality is not normal” as 
they were entertained by live music. 

Speakers lined up for the rally 
included some of the state’s most 
high-profile gay marriage oppo- 
nents, including Archbishop 
Sean P. O’Malley of the Roman 
Catholic Boston Archdiocese, 
and state House Speaker Thomas 
Finneran. 

Ed Zicko, 69, attended the 
rally with his friend, Maureen 
Cavanaugh, 59, both members of St. 
Patrick’s Catholic church in Natick. 
He said he came to the rally because 
marriage is a tradition going back 
thousands of years. “I think people 


should have the opportunity to vote 
on it,” he said. 

A smaller group of counter-pro- 
testers, some holding a banner that 
said “Shame on you Sean,” in refer- 
ence to O’Malley, stood behind the 
main stage. 

Massachusetts’ highest court, the 


Supreme Judicial Court, ruled 4-3 
in November that same-sex couples 
had a right under the state consti- 
tution to the benefits of marriage, 
and this past week it ruled by the 
same ratio that only marriage — not 
civil union — would satisfy its ini-

U.N. Team, Iraqis 
Meet on Elections 


Failure to resolve 
crisis could hinder 
U.S. plans to scale back 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | U.N. experts met 
with Iraqi leaders for the first time 
on Sunday to discuss the chances 
of holding early elections. 

The U.N. team, led by veteran 
diplomat Lakhdar Brahimi, sat 
down with the U.S. -appointed 
Iraqi Governing Council to deter- 
mine whether legislative elections 
can be held by June 30, when the 
Americans plan to transfer sover- 
eignty to Iraqis. 

The current U.S. plan is to 
choose legislators in regional com- 
mittees, or “caucuses” — a move 
opposed by the country’s most pow- 


erful Shiite cleric. Grand Ayatollah 
Ali al-Husseini al-Sistani. If early 
elections are deemed unfeasible, the 
U.N. team will offer alternatives to 
the American plan. 

Failure to find a formula for 
establishing a new Iraqi govern- 
ment acceptable to al-Sistani could 
sabotage U.S. plans for scaling back 
the U.S. role here at a time when 
criticism of President Bush’s Iraq 
policy has become an issue in the 
presidential election campaign. 

U.N. and Iraqi officials said lit- 
tle about the substance of the first 
day’s talks. Brahimi said after the 
meeting that the United Nations 
would “do everything possible” 
to help the Iraqi people “regain 
independence and sovereignty.”

Looters Reign in Town 
Seized by Haitian Rebels 


Increasingly ferocious 
uprising is marked 
by scenes of violence 

ST. MARC, HAITI | Hundreds of 
Haitians looted TV sets, mattress- 
es and sacks of flour Sunday in this 
coastal town, one of several com- 
munities seized by armed rebels in 
a bloody uprising against President 
Jean-Bertrand Aristide. 

Using felled trees, flaming tires 
and car chassis, residents blocked 
the streets into St. Marc, a city of 
100,000 some 45 miles northwest 
of Port-au-Prince, a day after reb- 
els drove out police in gunbattles 
that killed two people. 

At least 18 people have been 
killed since armed rebels began 
their assault four days ago. In the 
bloodiest fights of recent days, 150 


police tried to retake control of the 
city of Gonaives on Saturday but 
were driven out by rebels. At least 
nine people were killed, seven of 
them police, in the gunbattles. 

Crowds mutilated and beat the 
corpses of three police officers. 
One body was dragged through 
the street as a man swung at it 
with a machete. Another police- 
man was lynched. 

Calling the violence acts of ter- 
rorism, the government has vowed 
to regain control of the area. It 
wasn’t clear when police planned 
to return. 

Anger has been brewing in Haiti 
since Aristide’s party won flawed 
legislative elections in 2000. The 
opposition refuses to join in any new 
vote unless the president resigns; 
he insists on serving out his term,

U.S.-Australia Accord to Boost Trade 


WASHINGTON | The United States 
and Australia concluded a free- 
trade agreement Sunday that offi- 
cials said will eliminate duties 
from more than 99 percent of 
American manufacturing exports 
to Australia.

Robert Zoellick described the 
deal, which requires congressional 
approval, as “the most significant 


immediate cut in industrial tariffs 
ever achieved in a U.S. free -trade 
agreement.”

Teen Pulled From 
Collapsed Building 

ISTANBUL, TURKEY I Al6-year-old 
buried in a collapsed apartment 
building in central Turkey was 
pulled alive from the wreckage 
Sunday, six days after the disaster. 

There are about 40 peo- 
ple believed to be buried in the 
wreckage of the 11- story building 
that collapsed Monday in Konya, 
about 160 miles south of Ankara. 
Officials have blamed the collapse 
on shoddy construction, (ap) 


MOSCOW I Russians mourned the 
39 dead from a metro bombing 
with a religious ceremony Sunday 
on the platform where the subway 
last stopped, singing a requiem 
that was sometimes drowned out 
by trains rumbling in and out of 
the station. 

The bomb exploded in a subway 
car during the morning rush hour 
Friday. President Vladimir Putin 
blamed rebels who have battled 
Russian troops in the breakaway 
southern republic of Chechnya for 
much of the last decade. 


At least 100 people were wound- 
ed in the blast, which officials said 
may have been a suicide bombing. 
It was the deadliest of several ter- 
rorist attacks in Moscow since 
bombs leveled two apartment 
buildings in 1999 and killed more 
than 200 people. 

Putin linked the bombing to 
Aslan Maskhadov, who was elect- 
ed Chechnya’s leader after Russian 
forces withdrew in 1996 at the end 
of a disastrous 20 -month war. The 
war resumed in 1999. Maskhadov 
envoy Akhmed Zakayev con- 


demned the bombing and denied 
the Chechen leader was involved. 

Authorities have pledged to 
tighten security checks. Police in 
camouflage paced the metro plat- 
forms and rode the trains Sunday, 
while other officers hovered in 
large packs around the station 
entrances. 

One woman, who identified 
herself only by her first name, 
Lyubov, said she would keep rid- 
ing the subway despite fears of 
another attack. 

“What can you do? You have to 
live your life,” she said. “You can’t

Israel to 
Shift Route 
Of Barrier 

Sharon adviser says 
placement will enclose 
less of West Bank 

JERUSALEMI Israel will change the 
route of its West Bank separation 
barrier to cause less hardship for the 
Palestinians and gain U.S. support 
against legal challenges, an advis- 
er to Israeli Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon said on Sunday. 

Zalman Shoval said the changes 
would be presented to U.S. envoys 
expected to arrive here this week. 

Israel says the barrier is meant 
to block Palestinian suicide bomb- 
ers, but the Palestinians condemn 
it as a land grab. 

On Monday, Israel’s Supreme 
Court will hear petitions from 
two civil rights groups that claim 
the barrier’s route is illegal. Later 
this month, the world court in The 
Hague will hear similar claims. 

Many countries, including the 
United States, agree with Israel that 
the global court is not the proper 
venue for the case, but they object 
to the barrier’s planned route, which 
dips deep into the West Bank, (ap)

Frederick Creates 
Emergency Plan 

FREDERICK, MD. | If there was a 
terrorist attack in Baltimore or 
Washington, Frederick officials 
have secretly created an emergency 
plan that has evacuees going to the 
64 -acre Frederick Fairgrounds. 

The detailed plan, called the 
Genesis Project, was drafted by the 
Frederick County sheriff and other 
members of a local committee who 
want the county to be prepared. The 
group believes if terrorists attacked 
either of Frederick’s big municipal 
neighbors, it would cause interstate 


highways leading to Frederick to 
be jammed with evacuees needing 
shelter and medical help. 

Under the 54-page plan obtained 
by the Washington Post, the fair- 
grounds would be converted into 
a mass- casualty treatment and 
decontamination center. 

Drawn up in secret over the 
past two years by Sheriff James 
Hagy and others in the Nuclear 
Subcommittee, the plan hasn’t 
been unveiled to the public. 

Several critics, including Mayor 
Jennifer P. Dougherty, complained 
of being excluded and warned that 
an onslaught of wounded people 
would overwhelm the city, (ap)

After winning the Pepsi 400 
here in July — the only rookie in 
NASCAR’s top stock-car series to 
win a race in 2003 — the former 
Busch Series and Craftsman Truck 
Series champion grabbed the pole 
Sunday for the Daytona 500. 

Biffle’s fast lap of 188.387 mph 
was just good enough to relegate 
Elliott Sadler’s 188.355 to the out- 
side of the front row in next Sunday’s 
Nextel Cup season- opener. 

A strong headwind on the back- 
stretch of the famed track played 
havoc with just about everybody’s 
expectations in the qualifying race. 

Dale Earnhardt Jr., the favorite 
in every event he enters at Daytona 
these days, missed the front row 
with his lap of 188.210 and will 
determine his starting spot in 
next Sunday’s 43 -car field by rac- 
ing in one of Thursday’s twin 125- 
mile qualifying events. 

Ricky Rudd was fourth at 


188.162, followed by Dale Jarrett 
at 187.884. 

All but Earnhardt, who drives a 
Chevrolet for Dale Earnhardt Inc., 
were in Fords — cars with improved 
front end aerodynamics and pow- 
ered by engines from the new alli- 
ance of Robert Yates Racing and 
Roush Racing. 

Only the top two qualifiers 


nailed down starting spots Sunday 
in NASCAR’s unique qualifying 
format. The next 28 positions are 
determined in 125 -mile qualify- 
ing races. Then it goes back to the 
qualifying results, with eight more 
spots doled out based on Sunday’s 
speeds. Finally, the last five spots 
are determined by last year’s car-

The Girl You Love to Hate 


Courtney Love may 
be a mess, but her 
music still has guts 

MUSIC I When you go nearly six 
years between albums, a lot can 
change. It wasn’t long ago that 
Courtney Love was leading an 
army. Now she seems like the last 
of a breed. The kind of confessional 
punk/grunge/hard rock that made 
her one of rock’s compelling forces 
at the end of the ’90s has become a 
marginalized niche. 

But on “America’s Sweetheart” 
(Virgin), Love’s first album under 
her own name after her career 
with her band Hole, she seems 
inspired. She always has something 
to prove, but now she’s got nothing 


to lose, and in the best moments of 
“America’s Sweetheart” (in stores 
Tuesday) she rears back and rocks 
with a bracing defiance that vapor- 
izes the credibility-testing antics 
of her public life — from the drug 
arrests to her court battle for con- 
trol of the music catalog of her late 
husband, Kurt Cobain. 

Things like that have antago- 
nized many, and Love seems per- 
fectly happy to play the rock ’n’ roll 
hellion. “Did you miss me?” she 
taunts in “Mono,” the captivating- 
ly confrontational glam-punk epic 
that opens the album. 

The sound here is all dressed up 
and accessorized, hard and aggres- 
sive yet tuneful and hook-laden. But 
Love never strains to contrive some- 
thing trendy, despite the presence

of Matchbox Twenty producer Matt 
Serletic on two songs. 

That doesn’t mean this CD sus- 
tains its initial force and allure all 
the way through. Love settles into 
some indifferent, generic stretches 
and even offers a track that makes 
her sound like the Donnas (when 
you’re on a date with Courtney, the 
last thing you want to do is think 
about other women). 

Even so, the music gives the 
sense of springing instinctively 
from Love’s drive to spill her guts 
about her demons and desires, 
about a life spinning out of con- 
trol. It entails disarmingly sexual 
vernacular and blunt self-evalua- 
tion, but it never comes off as gra- 
tuitously shocking. She might be a 
little self-obsessed, but the wit and 
urgency in her rants take them far 
from the off-putting solipsism of 
Madonna’s latest, richard

VIDEO GAMES I Imagine a profes- 
sional football league without any 
referees and just seven players per 
team on the field. 

You’d have something a lot 
like “NFL Street” (for PlayStation 
2, GameCube and Xbox), a no- 
holds -barred video game version 
of the National Football League 
from Electronic Arts. 

Like the Super Bowl, it’s fun to 
watch for a while, but in the end it’s 
the zany commercials you end up 
remembering. 

Since the game is a licensed NFL 
product, you get all 32 teams and a 
roster of the league’s superstars, as 
well as gridiron legends like Barry 
Sanders and Lawrence Taylor. 

Say you play a pickup game as 
Super Bowl champs the New England 
Patriots. Led by quarterback Tom 
Brady, your team will face a computer- 
controlled Carolina Panthers. 

From the outset, this alterna- 
tive football universe is different. 
The field is a beach, for one thing. 
Waves lap at players’ feet, and the 
out-of-bounds markers are surf- 
boards and a few beach balls. 

The “money” plays involve run-

ning the ball. Spin moves and other 
style points are an essential element 
to this over-the-top football. Style 
points are awarded based on how 
spiffily you advance to the end 
zone: Dancing, holding the ball in 
one hand or weaving the pigskin 
through your legs are just a few of 
the style moves. 

Rack up enough points and you 
earn a “GameBreaker.” On offense, 
GameBreakers are one-time boosts 
that give your players incredible 


speed and strength. 

Defense is definitely an after- 
thought, and that’s a good thing. 
Besides, a game like this should 
be about the crazy offense: the 
50 -yard bomb, the incredible 
leaping catch. 

“NFL Street” is a fun, simplistic 
diversion, especially with a group. 
But once you’ve seen all the style 
moves it doesn’t have the staying 
power of LA’s own “Madden J&k

Just Sit Right Back

DVD I Warner Home Video’s new 
three -disc DVD set of “Gilligan’s 
Island” features the vintage CBS 
sitcom’s 1964-65 first season of 
36 episodes. 

The unaired pilot — with three 
different actors, a calypso theme 
song and lots of lush Hawaiian 
scenery — is a bonus feature here, 
optionally offering audio com- 
mentary from creator Sherwood 
Schwartz. 

Now 87, Schwartz says his var- 
ied assortment of castaways has “an 
underlying very serious message for 
the world.” It’s “how people from 
different countries have to learn to 
get along with each other or there’s 
going to be wars.” 

Right. And I’m Ginger Grant. 
(Heck, I’m not even Mary Ann.) 

What the show does is no less 
impressive, however. It sets out an 


array of human archetypes that are 
immediately clear, skillfully simple 
and beautifully played in cartoon 
adventures that never overreach 
to be anything they’re not. These 
entertaining capers take place in 


a world of its own making, where 
it’s perfectly logical for visitors to 
drop in weekly without the outside 
world ever figuring out these folks 
are marooned on this island. 

“Gilligan” operates in the vein 


of classic farce and commedia 
dell’arte. One thing Schwartz’s 
commentary does get right: The 
Skipper and Gilligan are TV’s 
Laurel and Hardy (or Hardy and 
Laurel), one the slight and senti- 
mental goof-up, the other his big 
and blustery buddy, always mad but 
never malevolent. And stars Alan 
Hale Jr. and Bob Denver are utterly 
one with their roles. 

“Gilligan’s Island” actual- 
ly requires the actors’ one -note 
approach. We don’t want tangi- 
ble rage or resentment here, and 
certainly not lust. (Raquel Welch 
tested for Mary Ann!) That would 
cause real trouble, and reality is 
the furthest thing from this sit- 
com’s closed mind. 

There’s a place for crowd-pleas- 
ing entertainment that doesn’t touch 
any hot buttons, sticks close to its 
predictable characters and offers 
obvious laughs requiring minimum 
brain engagement. The trick is to 
do it with craft, commitment and 
consistency, as “Gilligan”

Terrier. 

The dogs compete in seven 
groups — sporting, hound, work- 
ing, terrier, toy, non-sporting and 
herding — each encompassing a 
number of breeds. The group win- 
ners then vie for the coveted title of 
best in show. 

Television’s focus on dog shows 
has increased since USA Network 
first aired the Westminster show 
20 years ago. 

David Frei, analyst for the broad- 
cast, said the show also “educates

“The show 
allows us to help people find the 
right dog for their lifestyle, and that 
in turn will help keep dogs out of 
shelters.”

The Cost of Cutting 


Specious savings measures astound workers 


WORKPLACE I When executives 
start talking about cutting costs, 
there are those things — layoffs, 
tightened travel, revoked ben- 
efits — that employees might 
expect to suffer. And then 
there are those efforts you 
can hardly believe. 

For Ken Marcus, it 
was his former company 
forcing employees to pay 
for the pizza slices their 
spouses ate on a business 
trip, and the company’s $5 
Christmas -party budget (yes, 
that’s $5 total). But the mea- 
sure that most stood out was 
when the former chief financial 
officer ordered employees not to 
skip lines on interoffice envelopes 
because, he complained, “we were 
using too many envelopes.” 

In fairness, the finance chief’s 
thinking might have been some- 
thing like this: A letter- size inter- 
office envelope, purchased for 
nine cents each without volume 
discounting, can be readdressed 
14 times. That means with every 
line skipped on the envelope, the 
company gets 0.64 cent closer to 
the brink of disaster. Let’s pull 
together, people. 

It’s the great sum of small indig- 
nities. You may have dodged layoffs, 
but there are some cuts so head- 
slappingly stupid that you fear the 
daftness will rub off. 

The experts tell us that cuts can 
be an important message of auster- 
ity — a belt-tightening harbinger

of a new lean and mean culture. 
But cuts often aren’t any of those 
things. The money saved isn’t always 
worth the time wasted, the respect 
lost and the hostility gained. And 
sometimes, it’s expensive. 

Of course, some cost- cutting is 
done to impress executives and Wall 
Street, says David Noer, an orga- 
nizational behaviorist and profes- 
sor of business leadership at Elon 
University, Elon, N.C. “But a lot of 
times they do it out of a sense of 
frustration that they’re helpless in 
other areas,” he says, noting that 
cost- cutters often have only “the 
illusion of control” while sometimes 
making the distinct impression on 


employees that “they’re insane.” 

Stingy cuts tend to trigger coun- 
ter-scrutiny of the executive suite. 
When Randy Southerland worked 
at a university two years ago, 
water coolers were removed. 

That made it all the more dif- 
ficult to tolerate the 
portraits of himself 
that the university 
president hung 
in every depart- 
ment. Southerland 
thought: “He’s main- 
taining his ego but cutting 
our water.” 

An employee-benefits 
company cut the cone-shaped 
paper cups from the water cool- 
er and forced people to wipe their 
feet to reduce carpet- cleaning costs. 
“People stamp their feet outside 
as best they can,” said one staffer. 
“Know any good recruiters?” 

In one of the more notable 
cost cuts in recent memory — not 
counting when Xerox once told its 
employees to ease up on Xeroxing 
— Lucent, its name evoking “shin- 
ing lights,” shut them off in the hall- 
ways of its esteemed research labs as 
part of a massive budget-trimming 
campaign a few years ago. 

Rarely have there been so many 
dumbstruck geniuses under one 
dimly lighted roof. But being sci- 
entists, they started doing back- 
of-the- envelope calculations and 
found that the savings in elec- 
tricity didn’t even add up to what 
it cost in labor for them to do the 
back- of-the- envelope calculations.
